Chicago, October 9 —Surrounded by men 
who guide the diplomatic relations of 
three governments, and in the pres- 
ence of thousants of spectators, 
dent McKinley today formally laid the 
corner stone of the magnificent new fed- 
eral building of Chicago. In the

Union League Club, a reviewing stand 
had been erected for the accommodation 
of the distinguished visitors, including 
Vice President Mariscal and party, 
Mexico; Premier Laurier, of Canada, and 
other notables cf that country; members 
of President McKinley’s cabinet and the 
diplomatic corps at Washington; senators, 
congressrren and other invited 
first trowelful of mortar under the up- 
lifted block of limestone and pronounced 
the corner stone set, one cf the most 
notable gatherings ever in Chicago look- 
ed on. 

The president received a hearty ovation 
as he drove to the stand. Jucgse Chris- 
tian C. Kohlisaat, chairman of the com- 
mittee on ceremonies, introduced Secre- 
tary of .he Treasury Lyman J. Gage as 
presiding cfficer for the corner stune ex- 
ercises. The secretary was warmly 
cheered as he stepped forward. At the 
conclusion of Secretary Gage’s brief ad- 
dress, Rev. Frank Gonzaulus offered a 
brief but impressive prayer, the presiden+ 
and all the members of his party uncov- 


ering as Dr. Gonzaulus asked a blessing | 


on the ceremony. 

The actual ceremonies of the laying 
of the cornerstone then began. C. E. 
Kremer, of the federal committee, arose 
and formally announced that the stone 
Was ready, and read the list of articles 
placed within it. President McKinley 
Was introduced by Secretary Gage, and 
as he stepped forward to receive the 
trowel from the hands of the architect, 
Henry Ives Cobb, the crowd burst forth 
into cheers, the applause not ceasing 
until the president rafsed his hand. The 
president then stepped to the side of the 
uplifted mass of Illinois limestone and. 
taking a trowelful of mortar from 
the board, he threw it on the base of 
the stone. As he did soa band stationed 
in the reviewing stand played the “Star 
Spangled Banner,”’ and as the notes of 
the national anthem were heard the 
crowd again broke into cheers, the noise 
almost drowning the music. President 
McKinley then pronounced the stone set 
and resumed his seat while the workmen 
Settled the stone in its place. 

Senator William E. Mason was next 
introduced and made a brief address on 
behalf of the city of Chicago. The cere- 
monies concluded with the offering of a 
benediction by Rev. Dr. Gonzaulus 
President McKinley and party then arose 
and were again escorted across the 
boulevard to 
Where the president was the guest of 
the federal committee at luncheon. 

President at Banquet. 

Chicago's great auditorium, which ‘has 
been the scene of so many notable events. 
never had a greater gathering than to- 
hight, when the Chicagy Day banquet 
was held within fts Walls under the aus- 
pices of the hall festival committee. The 
great stage upon which 1,00 peopie can 
easily find standing room, had been en- 
larged, and a great floor built out over 
the seats of the parquette,. quadrupling 
the floor space of the stage. Back of the 
raised table at the west of the hall, at 
Which Mr. McKiniey and the guests of 
honor were seated, was an elaborate 
Peace arch twenty feet in height, con- 
Structed of pastry. It was decorated 
With flags tastefully drape@ from the 
folds of which twinkled hundreds of Iit- 
Ue electric lights. On both sides of the 
arch were great shields, with paintings 
of the American eagle and groupings 
of American, British and Mexican flags. 

The balconies were resplendent with 
banners, and the coats of arms of all 
the states in the union. On every table 
Was placed an elaborate floral piece, rep- 
Msenting a famous battle sceen in the 
history of the republic, a scene from the 
history of Chicago and other suitable 
events. 

The president, who was the guest of 
honor, sat at a raised table on the right 
Of Melville E. Stone, the toastmasiter. 

Other distinguished guests were at the 
Same table, among them being Vice Presi- 
dent Don Ignacio Mariscal, of Mexico;

Stcne Opens the Banquet. 

The material part of the banquet occu- 
pied two hours and it was nearly 10 
o'clock when Mr. Stone rapped for order 
and brought the intellectual portion of 
the programme to the front in the follow- 
ing address: 

‘Happy the man who could voice in fit- 
ting phrase the sentiments inspired by 
| this hour. The occasion verhaps is not 
/ one of great moment—the laying of a cor- 
| ner stone? But it has served a higher pur- 
| pose and has a wider significance, 
“What day could be more fitting for 

such a ceremony? It commemorates the 
| anniversary of that other day twenty- 
eight years ago when in the ashes we laid 
the foundation of this new and better city. 
We laid it to the music of a tempest of 
flame and before a sad procession of 
homeless men and women. Desglate but 
undaunted, the people of Chicago turned 
their faces to the east, and taking cour- 
age from the sympathy and support of 
| their felowmen, went forward to a des- 

tiny far outstripping every dream of 
their imagination, But more than this, it 
| was in this month and on this very day 
| that we sounded the last note of discord 
with our sister republic of Mexico. And 
| still more, one hundred and eighteen years 
' ago, on the plains of Yorktown, in the 
' month of October, and almost this very 
day, we struck the final blow for Ameri- 
can independenge and thus laid the cor- 

nerstone of our national edifice. 

“On such an anniversary we are happy 

to open our gates and greet this assemb- 
lage. It is a gathering of the high min- 
isters of authority of the three great 
peoples on this continent. Three peoples 
with a common purpose. Three peoples 
having a single aim. Three peoples work- 
ing out under differing conditions the 
problems of self gcvernment. No confer- 
ence of emperors at Tilsit, in all the 
pomp and circumstances of war—no far- 
famed gathering of kings at Pilnitz to de- 
fend a tottering dynasty—none of the 
ereat meetings at Berlin or Paris deserve 
better recoenition than this. 

“You are met, gentlemen, to cement a 
closer bond of amity, to ordain a new 
citizenship in that higher realm where 
national lines disappeared and where we 
shall all be loyal to American progress, 
American civilization, American liberty, 
the forces which make for the betterment 
to human race.”’

Tanner, who, in a short address, wel- 
comed the visitors on behalf of the state 
of Illinois. Mayor Carter Harrison, of 
Chicago, and Senator Shelby M. -Cullom, 
of Illinois, extended the welcome of the 
city of Chicago and the federal officials 
of Illinois respectively. 
McKinley Greeted with Cheers. 

The banquet guests knew by their pro- 
eramme who came next on the list of 
speakers and when the toastmaster rose 
to introduce the president, who respond- 
ed to the sentiment of ‘‘The Nation,’’ he 
was greeted with cheers. President Mc- 
Kinley said: 

“Mr. Toastmaster and Gentlemen—I am 
glad to join you in extending a sincere 
welcome to the distinguished statesmen 
and diplomatists who represent the great 
countries adjoining us on the south and 
the north. We are bound to them both by 
the ties of mutual good neighborhood. 
We rejoice in their prosperity and we 
wish them good speed in the pathway of 
progress they are so energetica'ly and suc- 
cessfully pursuing. 

‘On the reverse side of the great seal 
of the United States, authorized by con- 
gress*June 20, 1782, and adopted as the 
seal of the United States of America af- 
ter its formation under the federal con- 
stitution, is the .pyramid = signifying 
strength and duration. The eye over it 
and the motto allude to the many signal 
interpositions of providence in favor of 
the American cause. The date under- 
neath, 1776, is that of the declaration of 
independence, and the words under it sig- 
nify the beginning of a new American 
era, which commenced from that date. 

“It is impossible to trace our history 
since without feeling that the providence 
which was with us in the beginning has 
continued to the nation His gracious in- 
terposition. When, unhappily, we have 
been engaged in war, he has given us 
the victory. Fortunate, indeed, that it 
ean be said we have had no clash. of 
arms which has ended in defeat, and no 
responsibility resulting from war is taint- 
ed with dishonor. In peace, we have been 
signally. blessed, and our progress has 
gone on unchecked and ever increasing in 
<the intervening years. In _ boundless 
wealth of soil and mine and forest, na- 
ture has favored us, while 
men of every nationality and climate, 
have contributed their good blood to make 
the nation what it is. 

“From. 3,929,214 in 179, our population has 
grown to upward of sixty-two millions in 
1890, and our estimated population today, 
made by the governors of the states, is 
77,803,231. We have grown from thirteen 
states to forty-five. We have annexed 
every variety of territory, from the coral 
reefs and cocoanut groves of Key West 
to the icy regions of northern Alaska— 
territory skirting the Atlantic. 


the islands of the Pacific 
sea, and we have extended still farther 


the Pacific. 

“Our territory is more than four times 
larger than it was when the treaty of 
peace was signed in 1783. Our industrial 
growth has been even more phenomenal 
than that of population or territory. Our

The mental and moral equipment of the 
youth on whom will in the future rest 
the responsibility of government, has 
had the unceasing and. generous care of 
the state and the nation.

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LYNCHERS AFTER THEM 


FIVE NEGROES IN THE HANDS 
OF THE OFFICERS. 


Mots Are Trying To Get the Men 
Who Assaulted Miss 
Laffady. 


Columbia, S. C., October 9.—(Special.)— 
In Darlington county last evening, Miss 
Josephine Laffady, a respectable young 
woman, was going from a neighbor's 
farm to her home. She had to pass 
through a little patch of woods and there 
was set upon by Edward Luckie and 
Dick Mitchell, negroes, aged seventeen 
and eighteen years. She had on a sun 
bonnet, which was closed over her mouth, 
and she was choked to insensibility. Jim 
Washington, Deniel Mack, Ed Mack, Lu- 
cius Smart. in a_ cotton fleld by the 
edge of the woods, looked on without 
protest. 

Edward Luckie was captured by Sher- 
iff Scarborough, of Darlington, and Wash- 
ington was arrested by Policeman Scar- 
borough. They held their prisoners in 
the woods till daylight, avoiding a crowd 
of lynchers. This morning when they 
(cok the men to the courthouse the tem- 
per of the populace was manifest, so the 
sheriff slipped Luckie out of town in a 
buggy, driving te Cartersville, while 
Policeman Scarborough took Washington 
by another way, arresting the other three 
witnesses en route. They met at Car- 
tersville and arrived in Columbia at ll 
o'clock tonight with five negroes. The 
other principal has fled, but is being pur- 
sued by a mob. 

All five of these negroes would have 
been lynched if left in Darlington. This 
is the first crime of the kind in that 
county and the people are ereatly stirred 
up, 


RELIC OF ANCIENT EGYPT FALLS 


Structure of Old Ages and the Pride 
of a Nation Ruined. 

Cairo, October 9.—News has just 
reached here of the recent fall of nine 
columns of the great hypostyle hall of 
the Temple of El-Karnak, built by Setee 
I, dynasty XIX, one of the most magnifi- 
cent and celebrated relics of the archi- 
tecture of ancient Egypt. 

The great hall of El-Karnak, which is 
the most notable of the monuments of 
Thetes of its class, is 170 feet long and 
c2) feet wide. The stone roof, now par- 
tially in ruins, was originally supported 
by 134 columns, the loftiest of which were 
nearly seventy feet high and about twelve 
feet in diameter. Built by Setee I and 


sculptured partly in his reign, work upon; 


it was continued by his son and succes- 
sor, Rameses II. The hall commemo- 
rates not in its grandeur alone, but 
also by its sculptors, the magnificence 
and power of those two Pharaohs. The 
sculpture of. the interior walls represent 
those monarchs making offerings to the 
gods,

Insurgents March to Point Four 
Miles from Heart of City, 


OPEN FIRE ON AMERICANS 


Twenty Third Infantry Mans the Trenches 
and Replies at Long Range 


UNITED STATES ARTILLERY 1S USEB 


Aguinaldo’s Forces Grow Fearless 
and Make a Bold Attack Upon 
the City Now Occupied 
by General Otis’s 
Forces.

Manila, October 9.—This afternoon a 
body of insurgents was seen near La 
Loma church, four miles from‘the heart 
of the city of Manila. They opened fire, 
the bullets falling among the tents of 
the Twenty-fifth infantry. - 

The Americans manned the trenches 
and replied at a range of 1,200 yards. 

The insurgents volleyed ‘and the 
Americans used their artillery. 

The fight lasted an hour, after which 
the insurgents retreated. One Ameri- 
can was wounded. The scouts of the 
Twentieth infantry are now reconnoiter- 
ing. 

An expedition composed of the United 
States gunboat Calao and Manila, with 
an armored flatboat and steam pump, 
has left Cavite for the river Pasig, or 
Botis, which empties.into Manila bay 
en the north side, ‘with a view to rals- 
ing the Spanish river gunboat Ayat, pur- 
posely sunk in the river by the Span- 
iards, which is reported to be in good 
condition. 

The United States gunboat Helena, 
with a body of marines from the Balti- 
more, preceded the expedition to make 
soundings at the mouth of the river. 

General Schwan’s column, consisting 
of the Thirtieth infantry, @ battalion of 
the Fourteenth infantry, two troops of 
cavalry, Captain Reilly’s battery of the 
Fifth artillery, ana”’fuwe's scouts, con- 
tinued the advance today toward San 
Francisco de Malabon, meeting with lit- 
tle resistance and suffering no casual- 
ties. The enemy fel] back steadily. Pro- 
visions are betng conveyed to Resarie, be- 
tween Noveleta and Santa Craz.

USED RAIL AS A PILLOW 


THREE ATLANTA NEGROES ARE 
KILLED IN ALABAMA. 


They Had Filled Up on Whisky and 
Laid Down on Railroad 
Track. 


Birmingham, Ala., October 9.—Corn 
whisky was a patent factor in a horrible 
tragedy which took place early Sunday 
morning at Winetta, a small station on 
the Birmingham Mineral branch of the 
Louisville and Nashville railroad, about 
eight miles from this city, which result- 
ed in the death of three negroes, miners, 
and the probably fatal injury of an- 
other. 

Saturday afternoon five negroes who 
were recently imported from Atlanta, 
Ga., to take the place of strikers at 
Ishkooda ore mines, came to the city to 
make some purchases. After spending 
some hours in town, they started home- 
ward on a suburban car, each carrying 
two quarts of corn whisky. At the term- 
inus of the car line they continued their 
journey afoot, and being unfamiliar with 
their surroundings, and somewhat under 
the influence of liquor, lost their way. 
After wandering around for. some time 
they finally rounded up at Winetta,where 
they decided to rest. Four of the men 
laid down on the track with their heads 
resting upon the rail, which served as a 
rillow. The fifth man found a bed on 
the side of the road. The quintet were 
soon lost in slumber and their rest was 
und'sturbed until 3 o’clock a. m., when 
a north-bound freight train running at 
the rate of about twenty-five miles per 
hour dashed upon them. 

Clarence Miles and Charles 
vere almost decapitated and Henry 
Johnson so badly injured that he died 
stortly after. Lee Walker was terribly 
cut about the head and will probably 
die. John Newman, the fifth member of 
the party, was the only one to escape. 

The spectacle presented at the scene 
of the accident was horrible in the ex- 
treme, the track being strewn for some 
distance with blood, brains and bits of 
broken glass, while the odor of whisky 
permeated the air.

As a matter of fact General Sir Redvers 
Buller will have command of twice as 
many British soldiers as the duke of 
Wellington, the conqueror of the first 
Napoleon, ever saw collected on one bat- 
tlefield.

advisability of showing Europe. that 
Great Britain is prepared to resent any 
action resulting from the prevalent con- 
tinenta] il] will. 

In this connection, the action of the 
American department of state and the 
friendly statements of President McKin- 
ley and Secretary of State Hay published 
here are heartily welcomed as a happy 
return for Great Britain’s refusal toa 
sanction continental intervention in the 
war between ‘fe United States and Spain. 
Boers failed to attack Natal 
when the coiony was vulnerable, it is 
beginning to be felt that they are pur- 
suing a deliberate policy of waiting for 
the British proposals, remaining in the 
meantime on the defensive, in the hope of 
thus winning the sympajthles of the 
world and perhaps the support of other 
nations and leaving to Great Britain the 
ignominy of starting hostilities. If they 
wait the advance of Sir Redvers Buller 
it is coneeivable that peace will not be 
broken during the present year. Should 
that prove the casé and should the al- 
leged wastage in the Boer commandoes 
continue the force confronting the Brit- 
ish commanding general will be neither 
as numerous nor as efficient as that now 
encamped along the Natal border. 

Events have thus seemed to shape them- 
selves to secure ample pause for consid- 
eration. All the proposals'in the corre- 
spondence between President Steyn, of 
the Orange Free State, and Sir Alfred 
Milner. British high commissioner in 
South Africa, show that the negotiations 
were proceeding up to October 6th and 
that neither despaired of peace, Sir Al- 
fred Milner saying he was sure that any 
reasonable proposal would be favorably 
considered by the British government. 

President Steyn’s virtual proposal of a 
neutral zore, to be created pending fur- 
ther attempts at conciliation, meets with 
considerable approval. 

A rumor is current that political inter- 
est in the situation may shortly increase, 
as it is alleged that the managers of 
the unionist party in Great Britain are 
strongly urging the government to dis- 
solve parliament after the necessary cred- 
it is voted and go to the electorate in a 
parliamentary general election upon the 
broad issue of tha government's policy 
in South Africa. 

The real intentions of the premier, the 
marquis of Salisbury, may be expected to 
develop shortly. As at present arranged, 
the work of the session. which will be- 
gin Octoter 17th, will consist of the 
queen’s speech, dealing exclusively with 
the South African question, the voting 
of the credit and the passage of an ap-. 
propriation bill. This will occupy three 
weeks. 

The legislative plans of the government 
will not be disclosed until parliament 
meets again in February and no private 
bills will be allowed to be introduced.

That word has gone out of the American 
vocabulary. It is spoken now only as a 
historical memory. North, south, east 
and west were never so welded together 
and while they may differ about internal 
policies, they all are for the union and 
the maintenance of the integrity of the 
fiag. 

“Has patriotism died out in the hearts 
of the people? Witness the 250,000 men 
springing to arms and in thirty days or- 
ganized into regiments for the Spanish 
war and a million more ready to re- 
spond; and the more recent enlistment of 
70,000 men with many other thousands 
anxious to enlist, but whose services 
were not needed. Has American heroism 
declined. The shattered and sinking fleets 
of the Spanish navy at Manila and San- 
tiago, the charge of San Juan and El 
Caney and the intrepid valor and deter- 
mination of our gallant troops in more 
than forty engagements in Luzon attest 
the fact that the American soldier and 
sailor have lost none of the qualities 
which made our earlier army and navy 
illustrioug and invincible.

The Receat Exposure of South Carolina 
Beard ef Control 


DOES HARM TO INSTITUTION 


Outze, the Discharged Bookkeeper, 
Will Have a Say 


AND EXPOSE SOME OF THE ROTTENNESS 


In the Affairs of the Dispensary. 
Press of the State Condemns 


Dispensary. 


Columbia, S. C., October 9.—(Spectal.)— 
Tha recent exposures by the state board 
of control of the manner in which the 
dispensary has been conducted will, in 
tHe opinion of the friends of the institu- 
tion, do the dispensary more harm than 
all former rumors of rascality and inves- 
tigations in connection with it. 

Heretofore the scandals have developed 
chiefly through the efforts of opponents 
of the state’s liquor ‘business, and that 
has been sufficient to insure the opposi- 
tion of dispensary people, cause exposures 
to be discounted and from factional spirit 
shook the faith ‘of but few. ‘Then in 
all former investigations there have been 
few definite results. It was impossible to 
»rove that the officials got “rebates,” 
rowever strong the belief of a large num- 
ber of. people may have been that such 
wags thea case. 

The latest exposures have been more 
definite: two of the highest officials in the 
dispensary have been dismissed with the 
threat of prosecution hanging over one 
of them, and consumers are assured that 


amount for whisky that is specified shall 
be charged for the grades sold. Those 
who would support the dispensary against 
all attacks of its enemies, whatever the 
evidence. are faced with the fact that 
these exposures are made by strong sup- 
porters of the great scheme, the inaugu- 
ration of which gave Governor Tillman 
so much strength. 

Only a few weeks ago attention was 
called to the fact that there had been 
no charges of dishonesty in connection 
with the dispensary for nearly twelve 
months, and that fact gave its friends 
much satisfaction. It was supposed that 
the institution had at last been got on an 
honest basis. This was considered of 
special importance in view of the strong 
fight that will be made by prohibitionists 
at the next session of the legislature to 
get a vote of the people on the question 
of a dispensary or prohibition. At the 
last session the prohibitionists had a 
large minority and they promised to make 
a winning fight next time.

This statement was cabled back to this 
country, and for a few days the organs 
smacked their lips over it. What com- 
fort they could have derived from it 
is difficult to see, for Geneyal Lawton’s 
vehement denial that he had criticised 
the administration or the management 
of the war in the Philippines applies 
just as much to the latest volume of 
poetry as it doa to the MacQueen in- 
terview. There is not a word nor a 
line in that report that can be twisted 
into a criticism of the administration 
or of the course of military affairs. 

Anyhow, Mr. MacQueen, who is now 
dubbed “Parson” MacQueen by thea 
organs, has come to the front to ex- 
plain that the only part of the report 
which may be said to misrepresent 
Genaral Lawton was the substitution 
of “accursed” for “damnable.” The 
general had said, “What we want is 
to’ stop this damnable war.’ Mr. Mac- 
Queen, in writing out the _ report, 
thought that the term might grate on 
the sensitiva nerves of the readers of 
The Congregationalist, and so substi- 
tuted “accursed,” which is fully as 
strong and equally expressive. 

No sensible person can _ possibly 
misunderstand Gen@ral Lawton’s utter- 
ances.

VERDICT FOR DR. F. W. M’RAE. 


City Court Jury Decides He Is Not 
Liable for Damages in — 
Moon Suit. 


The jury in the case of Z. B. Moon, 
as next friend to Emmett Moon, against 
Dr. Floyd W. McRae, one of the 
city’s foremost physicians, for $10,000 
damages, brought in a verdict yesterday 
for the defendant. 

The damages asked for by Mr. Moon 
were based on the loss of a leg by his 
son. The amputation of this limb, ac- 
cording to the asseverations of the plain- 
iff, resulted from the failure of Dr. 
McRac to diagnose the case properly. 
The plaintiff insisted that Dr. McRae 


tism a case of simple periostitis, result- 
ing from an injury. 

Dr, McRae asserted and proved by Drs. 
Nicolson and Westmoreland, who saw 
the case, that it was an instance of acute 
osteo-myelitis of the head of the shin 
bone. He stated frankly that his first 
diagnosis was incorrect, and upon dis- 
covering that instead of rheumatism it 
was the comparatively rare disease os- 
teo-myelitis, the symptoms of which in 
the beginning are the picture of inflam- 
matory rheumatism, told the father he 
had been mistaken in his first diagnosis. 

In the progress of the suit Dr. McRae 
showed from the highest surgical au- 
thorities and by eighteen or twenty of 
the best physicians and surgeons of the 
city that the. disease is one which in 
the large majority of cases is diagnosed 
only after it has destroyed the life of 
the patient; and that recovery, with sim- 
ply the loss of the affected bone, was a 
result upon which any surgeon should be 
congratulated.

Mrs. E. S. Munford and Mrs. E. G. 
McCabe were elected as delegate and al- 
ternate to represent the Atlanta Wo- 
man’s Club at the state federation meet- 
ing in Macon in November, and Mrs. J. 
Jefferson Thomas was appointed as fra- 
ternal delegate of the club to the state 
convention in Athens of the United 
Daughters of the Confederacy. 

Mrs. John C. Redd announced that the 
topics for discussion under the head of 
current events would be at the next 
meeting the question, ‘Is England Justi- 
fied Politically or Otherwise in Taking 
Pessession of the Transvaal?’ and the 
poem, “The Man and the Hoe.”’ 

Mrs. Patillo announced that under the 
auspices of the lecture committee Pro- 
fessor Sylvanus Morris, of the State uni- 
versity, would lecture this month and 
next month a lecture would be delivered 
on the subject of Tanhouser by an emi- 
nent musica] student. 

Mrs. Wills announced that under the 
aucpices of the section of literature and 
art Professor M@&ttheson, of the Techno- 
logical school, would lecture on Tenny- 
son at the club meeting of October 23d. 

At the unanimous request of the club, 
Mrs. Lowe spoke of her recent visit to 
Paris, where she made arrangements 
for the representatives there during the 
exposition cf America’s club women. 

What she said was characteristically 
bright and appropriate touched with hu- 
micr, and with her tender feelings for the 
Atlanta Woman’s Club, which she found- 
ed, and out of which has grown the 
state federation of Georgia. She related 
the story of the difficulties the French 
women experienced before they gained 
pri per Tecognition from the exposition di- 
rectors and their subsequent victory over 
them when organizing a club, the first 
woman's clup of tne kind in France, 
they secured svwfficient money to erect 
one of the handsomest buildings on the 
exposition grounds. 

Mrs; Burton-Smith’s address was prac- 
tical, interesting and beautifully ren- 
dered. It embodied the principles upon 
which the club work of the year will be 
based, and was as follows: 

My Friends and Co-workers: I shall speak 
to you very briefly and practically. In this 
the fifth year of our reign—the reign of the 
Atlanta Woman’s Club—I think we may safely 
fee] that in a certain sense we have passed the 
ttage both cf inquiry and of explanation. It 
is no longer necessary to ask ourselves nor to 
explain to others the purposes of our organi- 
zation. It must be evident to even the most 
casual and unsympathetic observer that by 
personal effort and public activity we are work- 
ing distinctly for the development of our indi- 
vidual members and for the good of the com- 
munity. 

Besides the very interesting section pro- 
Stammes which we may accept as means of 
individual culture, I shall ask your co-operation 
in some special public work which, as a club 
entire, I hope we may inaugurate this winter. 
I say inaugurate, because in one club year we 
can only hope to lay the foundations of any 
very important movement.

reason of this club’s activity. To insure your 


|} intelligent co-operation I shall outline to you 
| fully the plan of this work. 


The industrial committee wftl inquire into 
the number and cordition of women in At- 
lanta in industrial occupations, compiling sta- 
tistics for reference. Along with this they 
will bear in mind the urgent need for the eleva- 
tion of domestic service, and will adopt a prac- 
tical method of bringing this about. It is un- 
necessary to tell you that the best means of 
bringing about this change in the status of do- 
mestic service—the best means to induce women 
of intelligence and capacity to take up this 
form of industry—is to establish a training 
school for domestic servants and raise the 
standard of demand! To put into our kitchen 
cooks that understand food values and the 
effect of heat on food stuffs, to put in charge 
of our children nurses who know something of 
the growing body’s needs, to have in return for 
good pay, intelligence, executive ability, and 
skill in domestic labor—all this would mean 
rest for tired nerves and time and thought for 
housekeepers to become real home-makers. 
This committee is to work with the Woman’s 
Co-operative Association, who are already mak- 
ing an effort in this direction, I am told. Mrs. 
Patillo, our able ex-president, is chairman of 
this industrial school committee of the co- 
operative association, and it is her hope that 
our club members will give such services to the 
school as our committee under Mrs. L. F. Hey- 
ward, representing our club, and Mrs. Patillo, 
representing the co-operative association, may 
suggest. The press of the city is ready to aid 
in this admirable undertaking, and our At- 
lanta Woman's Club industrial committee and 
all our members must give active aid and 
share with the Woman's Co-operative Associa- 
tion the honor of giving to Atlanta this much 
needed institution. Mrs. Heyward and Mrs. 
Patillo will have something to say from time 
to time in asking your help. In this connection 
I want to say that this industrial training 
school is only a measure of immediate relief. 
It will in no way take the place of that larger 
need—the introduction of domestic science into 
our public school course. The real remedy for 
domestic difficulties is to teach the great mass 
of girls that to know how to live intelligently 
is of more worth to them and their country 
than literature or mathematics! And the only 
way to teach this lesson is to put domestic 
science into our public school course. 

The committee on club extension, of which 
Mrs. Hamilton Douglass is chairman, has 
grown out of a beautiful thought suggested to 
me by the nimble-minded president of our city 
federation. It has grown somewhat away from 
her original idea, as I present it to you now, 
but the thought-seed was of her sowing. 
Through this club extension committee the 
Atlanta Woman's Club will -offer one typical 
club evening each month to those women of 
Atlanta who are engaed in industrial pur- 
suits or business which occupy them fully dur- 
ing the day. Our purpose is not only to share 
the restfulness and pleasure of our club work 
with women who cannot join our particular 
club, but more and greater than this our pur- 
pose is to show them the benefits of organiza- 
tion. Our hope is that ultimately there will be 
business women’s clubs or guilds, nurses’ 
clubs or homes, and similar organizations, 
working on their own footing, independent 
financially and organically, where a dainty, in- 
expensive lunch or the latest magazine, per- 
haps, or an evening of gvod company and 
wholesale diversion will give the needed cheer 
and rest. It will be our pride that these clubs 
should have found inspiration and help in this 
small initiatory movement of the Atlanta Wo- 
man’s Club. The chairman of our different sec- 
tions have generously consented to arrange 
these evenings—each chairman one evening— 
and the committee with their aid will be able 
to offer a delightful series of club entertain- 
ments to our invited guests. The committee 
will be glad to have names for invitations 
handed to them by club members, reserving the 
right, of course, to pass upon the eligibility of 
the one proposed. This is an entirely practical 
plan. It can be carried out and if the results 
are not great at first they must eventually be 
definite and far-reaching. In all our efforts we 
must bear in mind the encouraging truth that 
in Gods great plan no noble endeavor is lost— 
every thought and act that makes for human- 
ity’s good bears fruit an hundred fold as time 
goes on. 

So much have I said of our hopes and the 
work we woulc do. It only remains for me to 
urge your earnest and active aid and I cannot 
do this -better than by suggesting to you that 
back of what we would do—back of what we 
are—there is no reason why we may not 
profitably consider an explanation of our very 
existence which holds within itself full inspi- 
ration for future work. It is this: We are 
fulfilling a law of nature, absolute, essential, 
inspiring—the great law of co-operation. Reci- 
procity, co-operation, is the law, the necessity, 
of all life and therefore of all growth and all 
progress. From the simple compact of plant 
cells, whose reciprocity glows in leaf and blos- 
som and fruit, throughout the simpler forms 
of animal life, on and up to the perfect inter- 
dependence of parts in the human organism, 
and beyond this to the larger life of organized 
society—throughout all these forms of life, sirn- 
ple and individual, complex and social, we see 
this same principle at work—that a constent 
working together of the parts for the whole, a 
perfect co-operation, is the law of life and of 
advance. 

Henry Drummond, in his own incomparable 
way, summed up this truth when he wrote: 
‘Everything, indeed, came into being because 
of something else and continues to be because 
of its relation to something else. The matter 
of the earth is built up of co-operating atoms, 
it owes its existence, its motion, and its sta- 
bility to co-operating stars! Plants and ani- 
mals are made of co-operating celils—nations of 
co-operating men. Nature makes no move, so- 
ciety achieves no end, the cosmos advances 
not one step that is not dependent on co- 
operation.’’ It is, of course, the social law 
that concerns us noW-—co-operation as 
necessity of social life and progress—and we 
must draw some distinct conclusions here. In 
the first place, it was in response to this law 
that we organized and it is in constant and 
willing obedience to this law that we will pros- 
per, and not otherwise. Again, a full reali- 
zation of the beauty and strength of this co- 
operation will bring us to a new sense of in- 
dividual responsibility—responsiblility of the 
part to the whole. Society is made up, not 
of men alone, nor of women alone, but of men 
and women together, and women, whether they 
realize it or not, whether for good or evil, have 
always been and are now immense factors in 
the life of the great world. Perhaps the great- 
est lesson women are learnig today is the full! 
the new meaning, of this individual 
responsibility—responsibility for what we think 
and what we say and what we buy and what 
we do! Responsibility in directing Intelligent 
home life, that the home may be a haven of 


rest and a school of good citizenship—in respon- 
sibility as our ‘“‘brother’s keeper,'’ that society 
may become purer and more genuine, education 
more rational and thorough, the way of the 
bread-winner easier, and the whole world bet- 
ter and brighter. 

Apply this thought, if you please, to your 
club life. This club is one force in the sum of 
social forces and each of you must be a force 
in this club. Your president is only one part 
of your community of workers. She and your 
chairmen of sections and committees can do 
nothing alone; but with your earnest and sym- 
pathetic oo-operation something definite may 
be accomplished—something worthy the organ- 
ized effort of intelligent women. Remember 
that co-operation is the law of life; but indi- 
vidual effort is the life of co-operation.
